400 Informed How Junior 
College Can Be Formed 


$2,111, IOO Budget 
For Schools Asked

DEXTER - Forming 
a 
junior college In the Boother 
was discussed last night at a 
meeting attended by 400 school 
board 
members, 
superintend 
dents and other school adminls* 
irutors. 
Lynn Twitty, Sikeston super* 
intended of schools, said fol­ 
lowing the meeting that 
a 
meeting of representatives of 
school districts from six coun­ 
ties probably would be called 
to discuss establishing a junior 
college in the region. 
Petitions could not be sub­ 
mitted and other preliminary 
arrangements made to form a 
junior college district before 
next 
annual 
school election 
on April 5. 
If the junior college is formed 
it would offer academic instruc­ 
tion to students expecting to 
transfer to another Institution 
of higher learning as well as 
vocational and technical train­ 
ing. 
This junior college would be 
for students in Scott, Missis­ 
sippi, Stoddard, New Madrid, 
Pemiscot and Dunklin 
coun­ 
ties or two junior colleges 
might be formed in the region. 
Poplar Bluff also is planning 
to establish a junior college. 
Dr Toseph P. Cosand, presi­ 
dent of the St. Louis County 
Junior College, told those at­ 
tending in the high school audi­ 
torium how to proceed. 
He said that the most im­ 
portant factor in forming 
a 
junior college district is 
to 
know the population potential 
and wealth 
of the district. 
W. R» Pierce, superintendent 
of Charleston schools, reported 
information tabulated in a sur­ 
vey of the six counties. 
The study indicated that from 
within New Madrid, Scott, Stod­ 
dard, Mississippi, 
Pemiscot 
and Dunklin Counties 378 stu­ 
dents could be expected 
to 
enroll as freshmen the first 
year of operations. 
He said that approximately 
200 of those would remain, giv­ 
ing a second year total enroll­ 
ment of nearly 600. 
Fred Davis, Jefferson City, 
state department of education 
in charge of junior colleges, 
told ways of forming a junior 


college district. 
People of the district must 
be Informed as to what 
the 
educational improvements are 
that will be made available, 
he said. 
Information about the school 
districts involved must be ac­ 
quired, such as valuation and 
number of available students, he 
explained. 
He said that no districts would 
be split, but that all district 
boundaries would remain Intact 
.lf included In a junior college 
district. 
He said that a petition must 
be circulated 
In each school 
district involved. 
Each petition would require 
at least five per cent of the 
largest number of voters who 
balloted for a school adminis­ 
trator in the last annual school 
election. 
If the petition and proposal 
are approved by the state de­ 
partment of education 
the 
proposal may be submitted to 
the voters at the district's next 
election. It can be approved by a 
simple majority vote. 
A board of trustees with six 
members would be elected in 
such an election. 
Candidates for the board of 
trustee0 would have to file their 
applicate I for candidacy 30 
days prior to the election. 
Poplar Bluff already has sub­ 
mitted a plan and petitions from 
Butler, Wayne, Ripley, 
and 
Carter counties to the state for 
establishment of a junior col­ 
lege district. 
Plans to locate one junior col­ 
lege in the Charleston - Sikes­ 
ton area and a second one In 
the lower bootheel have been 
discussed. 
Cosand 
said recent years 
have brought about a change in 
the curriculum offered In junior 
colleges. 
"It must be a comprehensive 
community institution meeting 
the particular needs of a dis­ 
trict," he said. "No 
junior 
college can be duplicated by an­ 
other one. 
"A junior college must work 
cooperatively with the 
area 
high schools and 
also must 
provide an educational program 
for adults. 
"A 
strong counseling pro­ 


gram must be employed." 
He said that in order to Im­ 
prove the participating 
stu­ 
dents education that probably 
the program would have to em­ 
ploy a wide curriculum 
of 
vocational • technical training 
courses. 
"If the students are required 
to take advanced courses forex- 
ample, a course in chemical 
engineering," Cosand said, "it 
would probably mean that the 
student would drop." 
"No longer are junior 
col­ 
leges employing just 
an aca­ 
demic 
program, but 
are 
changing 
more to the techni­ 
cal - vocational type of train­ 
ing,” he said. 
Fiftyone junior colleges were 
formed last year in the United 
States. 
More than 7 5 per cent of the 
enrollment of freshman 
in 
Illinois, California and Flori­ 
da are enrolled In junior col­ 
leges. 
Cosand said that junior col­ 
leges that were formed 
40 
years 
age were academic 
transfer institutions and as a 
consequence 
the 
program 
reached only a select number 
of students. 
He said that a comprehensive 
community junior college of­ 
fers it's educational 
re­ 
sources to more students, par­ 
ticularly adults, 
which con- 
situte one half of junior college 
enrollment. 
He stressed that in 
order 
to be successful 
the junior 
college 
must provide an edu­ 
cation for a large portion of 
the student potential. 
The state board of education 
will meet this month to examine 
the petitions and to act on the 
application for a four-county 
area junior college. 


Davis said that lf the valua­ 
tion of the junior college dis­ 
trict was $100 billion, the tax 
rate could be Increased up to 
40 cents without voter approval. 
"If the valuation is 50 to IOO 
billion the tax rate can be in­ 
creased 30 cents," he said. 
"A $30 billion valuation would 
allow a 20 cent increase 
and 
$10 billion valuation would al­ 
low a 10-cent Increase without 
voter approval." 


A tentative 1966-67 $2,111,100 
school year budget was pre­ 
sented to the board of educa­ 
tion 
by 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools Lynn Twitty. 
Twitty said that he expects 
expenditures to total $1,892,- 
095. 
The budget does not Include 
any federally sponsored pro­ 
grams. Twitty said that a fig­ 
ure could not now be supplied 
because several federal pro­ 
grams are planned or await­ 
ing approval. 
He estimated 
that funds from this source, 
requiring no local tax funds, 
would amount to nearly $1,000,- 
OOO. 
Of the total 
budget $644,000 
Is expected to be raised from 
the local tax sources. 
Twitty said that the present 
$4 levy would require no in­ 
crease. 
Twitty was given a new four 
year contract. He has served 
as superintendent here since 
1951. 
Included In the budget will be 
an increase in faculty salaries. 
Twitty said the salary sched­ 
ule increases are based on an 
expectation of increased state 
revenue. 
Twitty asked and was given 
approval that he use a com­ 
mittee of faculty members in 
working out the details of the 
salary schedule.

More than a million mourning 
Indians looked on as Shastri’s 
eldest son, Hart Klshan, touched 
a blazing torch to the funeral 
pyre of sandalwood in accord­ 
ance wit’. Hindu rites. 
A few moments before this 
final act, Shastri’s successor, 
Prime Minister GulzarUal Nan- 
da, climbed the steps to the top 
of the pyre and stood silently, 
his face agonized with grief. 
Standing nearby were Soviet 
Premier 
Alexi N. 
Kosygin, 
U. S. Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey and many other for­ 
eign representatives. 
Despite their grief, Nanda and 
Uumaraswami Kamaraj, presi­ 
dent of the Congress party, met 
early today to discuss election 
of a new parliamentary leader 
who traditionally is asked to 
form a new government.

The day's report raised the 
Communist toll in five days of 
Operation Crimp to 107 insur­ 
gents killed and 80 captured. 
Weapons and supplies seized 
included 122 personal guns, 20 
automatic weapons, a m ortar,a 
recoilless rifle, 25,000 rounds 
of ammunition and 71 tons of 
rice. 
As the Americans kept up 
their destructive blows on the 
edge of the Saigon River 25 
miles northwest of the capital, 
UJ>. and Vietnamese spokes­ 
man reported 236 American and 
Vietnamese soldiers killed or 
missing last week compared 
with 714 Vietcong killed or cap­ 
tured. 
A UJS. military spokesman 
said American casualties for 
the week were 
43 killed, 202 
wounded and two missing or 
captured. 
Tile 
week before 
American casualties were 34 
dead, 116 wounded and five 
missing or captured. 
The South Vietnamese report­ 
ed 118 of their men killed and 73 
missing last week but refused to 
give the number of wounded. 


More than two dozen B52 
Stratofortresses swept in from 
Guam to continue their almost 
daily bombardment of Viet Cong 
targets. They dropped more 
than 750,000 pounds of bo mbs on 
a Communist stronghold near 
the Cambodian border and a 
Viet Cong settlement south of 
Da Nang. 
A battalion of UJS, Marines 
later moved by helicopter into 
the target area near Da Nang. 
The Leathernecks reported one 
known Viet Cong killed by the 
bombardment and they killed 
two more and rounded up 19 
suspects, including some wom­ 
en. 
With the steady rise of Com­ 
munist casualties and materiel 
losses in Operation Crimp, ini­ 
tial disap;x)intment among UJ>. 
officers gradually yielded to 
some measure of satisfaction, 
although the big sweep still had 


hoi resulted in a major battle 
with the guerrillas. 
There was no indication of 
any letup in the operation, 
which involves more than 8,000 
troops of the UJS. 1st Infantry 
Division, the 173rd Airborne 
Brigade and the Royal Austra­ 
lian Regiment. 
"When you're on to a good 
thing you stay with it," an 
Army spokesman said.

June Hilpert, Cape Girardeau, 
treasurer. 
Board members elected at 
large for two years were Ed­ 


win C. Budlong, Jackson; Mrs. 
Elaine Province,

Fred A. Walker, 
Farmington. Board members 
for one year, Mrs. Denise G. 
Baron, Poplar Bluff;

Cravens outlined the work 
done by the 1963 state legisla­ 
ture, which approved funds to 
establish centers in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Columbia, each 
with 120 beds, with extensive 
care 
being provided to 480 
children now hospitalized in the 
four service centers. 
"Missouri has established a 
number of firsts in the mental 
program, after Congress 
ap­ 
proved $150 million 
in funds, 
with this state receiving $3.3 


million, he said. 
"As a result Missouri 
was 
the first state to present 
a 
mental health program, and the 
first to have an application ap­ 
proved. This state 
was also 
Hie first in the nation to estab­ 
lish care 
for its mental pa­ 
tients, when it provided a men­ 
tal health program in 1847. 
Five institutions have served 
the state, and today there are 
10.000 patients in them. 
With the new care provided 
for the mentally disturbed, a 
goal now has been set to dis­ 
charge at leasi IOO patients 
from each of tile five Institu­ 
tions by April I. 
Dr. Cravens urged a closer 
relationship between the public 
and the mental health problems, 
as he pointed out, "only 
30 
per cent of them will go to 
their family physicians, while 
almost this same percentage of 
physic ans do not recognize 


mental disturbances. 
"It should be remembered 
that in years gone by patients 
remained in Hie hospitals for 
an average of 255 days, while 
today no more than 19 
to 31 
days 
are needed," he said. 
Federal funds are available to 
counties which eleci cheir own 
mental health facilities. 
Dr. 
Cravens 
said that 
in 
this area there are 22,500 per­ 
sons over 65 years receiving 
welfare assistance, and their 
annual income is just a little 
more than $3,000. 
"Up to this time," said Dr. 
Cravens, "the only help avail­ 
able 
in hospitals has been in 
Cape Girardeau, and in a few 
smaller areas. 
"It is necessary to estab­ 
lish hospitalization in 
areas 
close to the home. In former 
years a patient left their home 
and there was one in 20 chances

didates. The announcement was 
made by Robert Neill of St. 
Louis, president of the Uni­ 
versity board of curators. 
Dr. Weaver will bring with 
him an ancestrial connection 
with Missouri, familiarity with 
the Columbia campus 
dating 
back to the 1930s, and working 
knowledge with other adminis­ 
trators through associations 
formed when he was on the fa­ 
culties of Kansas State Uni­ 
versity and the University of 
Nebraska. 
He was associated with Pres­ 
ident Ellis through the National 
Association of State Universi­ 
ties and Land - Grant Colleges 
and through their joint efforts 
in organization of the Mid­ 
American Stite Universities as­ 
sociation, which formed a re­ 
search manpower pool aimed 
at encouraging governmental 
and 
industrial research and 
development. 
"I consider it a difficult job, 
indeed, in having to follow a 
man who has done so much 
for the University," Dr. Weaver 
said of President Ellis. 
“Over the years we had a cor­ 
dial association and I regard 
him with warm affection and ad­ 
miring respect. 
"His footprints were large, 
and it will be extremely diffi­ 
cult to fill his shoes. But I will 
give a whole-hearted effort in 
doing the best I can to carry on 
effectively." 
Of Dr. Weaver, President El­ 
lis said: 
"I have known John Weaver 
for many years and in my judg­ 
ment Missouri is fortunate to 
have him as president of its 
University. 
"In fact it was six years ago 
that I first recom mended him 
for another position.

The court could redistrict the state 
as it saw fit, it would order all candidates 
for state representative to run at large, it 
could postpone the final day — all of these 
things are possible. No one knows what will 
happen until such a time as we fail to pass 
the proposal and do the job through our district 
leaders — named by the Governor.

WE CAN’T KEEP IT OUT OF THE PAPER 
When a person is charged with violating a 
law, and when a public record is made of the 
charge, a newspaper’s responsibility is to pub­ 
lish this information. 

When we have the in­ 
formation, if s as much our duty to publish 
it as it is for the public officials to give it to 
us in the first place. 
A number of persons involved in various 
dealings with the law have contacted this news­ 
paper recently asking that their names be with­ 
held from publication. 
These folks have attempted to bolster their 
request by mentioning to us that the arresting 
officer told them the newspaper could leave 
the names out, and that all the defendants 
need do is inform us accordingly. 
Somebody’s bad w'rong. 
It would be easier for an arresting officer 
to withhold public information from publica­ 
tion than for this newspaper to do so. 
And when a public official starts suppress­ 
ing public information, he’s taking on a pretty 
powerful piece of paper, too: The U.S. Con­ 
stitution. 
But a newspaper must answer to a power 
even stronger: The people. 
For the benefit of all concerned — defend­ 
ants, plaintiffs, policemen, corts, clerks: 
This newspaper isn’t about to try to deprive 
people of their Constitutional right, the right 
to be informed. Even if by some impossible 
stroke of power, we suddenly became able to 
suppress the news, it would be utterly ridiculous 
to do so. For such a thing would eliminate 
our reason for existing. 
Ifs no particular delight to publish information 
about people getting a better job, winning a 
trophy, losing trouble, building a dream house 
or inheriting a fortune. 
The kicker is this: We have to do both. 
Newspaper staffs are composed of people. 
While this may surprise some folks, it is true. 
When we hire a plumber, we don’t tell him 
how to swab out a drain pipe. If we did, he’d 
pick up his tools and leave. When we buy 
groceries, we don’t tell the grocer what he’s 
going to charge us for his goods. If we did, 
he’d chase us out of the place. When we have 
gall bladders taken out, we don’t tell the doctor 
how he should do it. If we did, he’d gouge us 
in some uncomfortable place with a needle. 
Reporters have always been told how to report. 
We sincerely hope this never changes. It is 
healthy; it is as natural as a burp. 
But when reporters are told WHAT to report, 
it’s a completely different thing. And then fur 
begins to fly.

There was not a word of censure from the 
federal government for the striking unions 
but that is typical and secondary to the im­ 
portance of the major issue of dependence on 
one plant for any type of arms used in the Viet 
Nam conflict or any other war in which this 
country might be engaged.

THE CIVIL WAR - How when 
the military is curbed it hits 
the political trail.

Douglas MacArthur, who had 
bucked him and later ran against 
him. 
WORLD WAR I - Civil Liber­ 
ties fall by the wayside. Pa­ 
triotism is used as an excuse 
to round up dissenters and mis­ 
treat aliens. In World War I, 
the music of Fritz Kreisler was 
barred because he was drafted 
to fight in the Austrian Army. 
Col. Lindbergh’s father,a mem­ 
ber of Congress, who opposed 
the war, had his house painted 
with yellow stripes. The Ger­ 
man language was banned 
in 
many schools, Eugene Debs was 
jailed, dachshunds 
were 
stoned off the streets, and the 
New York Times printed 
a 
rumor that German spies were 
placing 
poison 
in 
bandages 
rolled in Philadelphia. 
GUERRILLA WARS - 
The 
motive for Gerrilla fighting was 
described in 451 by Emperor 
Valentinian II: “ For 
there 
is nothing to which despair of 
his life does not drive a man. 
A hungry 
person 
considers 
nothing shameful, nothing for­ 
bidden. His only concern 
is 
to live any way he can.” 
This is the motive which drove 
thousands of Vietnamese, with 
no interest in Communism, into 
the hands of the Viet Cong. Such 
is some of the history of war 
in the book on the shelf in Lyn­ 
don Johnson's office. 


A MAN’S OWN LIFE 
A man’s own life must be his 
first concern. Dead, he is of no 
use to anyone. Physically living, 
but stifled and unproductive, he 
is simply a burden on others. 
Only with freedom and oppor­ 
tunity can he achieve. Only if he 
puts the value of his own life 
and production first, will 
he 
achieve. 
We are often told that concern 
for others and concern for one­ 
self and one’s own life are op­ 
posites. This is not true. The 
man who does not highly value 
and use well his own life is not 
likely to value the lives 
and 
achievements 
of others any 
more. Instead of encouraging 
freedom and production, he will 
encourage a parasitic depend­ 
ence of himself upon others, and 
of others upon himself.

into helping others, is little bet­ 
ter than a preparation for slav­ 
ery. The joy of freedom in­ 
spires 
self - confidence. The 
most tractable slaves are the 
men who value themselves and 
their potentialities least.

When a person is charged with violating a 
law’, and when a public record is made of the 
charge, a newspaper’s responsibility is to pub­ 
lish this information. 

When we have the in­ 
formation, it’s as much our duty to publish 
it as it is for the public officials to give it to 
us in the first place. 
A number of persons involved in various 
dealings with the law have contacted this news­ 
paper recently asking that their names be with­ 
held from publication. 
These folks have attempted to bolster their 
request by mentioning to us that the arresting 
officer told them the n e w s p a p e r could leave 
the names out, and that all the defendants 
need do is inform us accordingly. 
Somebody’s bad wrong. 
It would be easier for an arresting officer 
to withhold public information from publica­ 
tion than for this newspaper to do so. 
And when a public official starts suppress­ 
ing public information, he’s taking on a pretty 
powerful piece of paper, too: The U.S. Con­ 
stitution. 
But a newspaper must answer to a power 
even stronger: The people. 
For the benefit of all concerned — defend­ 
ants, plaintiffs, policemen, corts, clerks: 
This newspaper isn’t about to try to deprive 
people of their Constitutional right, the right 
to be informed. Even if by some impossible 
stroke of power, we suddenly became able to 
suppress the new s, it would be utterly ridiculous 
to do so. For such a thing would eliminate 
our reason for existing. 
Ifs no particular delight to publish information 
about people getting a better job, winning a 
trophy, losing trouble, building a dream house 
or inheriting a fortune. 
The kicker is this: We have to do both. 
Newspaper staffs are composed of people. 
While this may surprise some folks, it is true. 
When we hire a plumber, we don’t tell him 
how to swab out a drain pipe. If we did, he’d 
pick up his tools and leave. When we buy 
groceries, we don’t tell the grocer w'hat he’s 
going to charge us for his goods. If we did, 
he’d chase us out of the place, When we have 
gall bladders taken out, we don’t tell the doctor 
how he should do it. If we did, he’d gouge us 
in some uncomfortable place with a needle. 
Reporters have always been told how to report. 
We sincerely hope this never changes. It is 
healthy; it is as natural as a burp. 
But when reporters are told WHAT to report, 
it’s a completely different thing.

sion. Hearings and Committee 
meetings have already begun 
on 
many 
urgent 
national 
matters. 
The Senate and House 
are 
giving close attention to Viet 
Nam. 
Our 
militiary 
and 
economic development 
pro­ 
grams must be carefully 
re­ 
viewed by Congress in light of 
current developments in South­ 
east Asia. 
Meanwhile, Congress is 
at 
work reviewing many 
pro­ 
grams and measures which are 
of great importance to 
Mis­ 
sourians. 
Slated for early action this 
year is a bill to give cold war 
and Viet Nam veterans 
the 
same educational and home- 
buying benefits our boys had 
after the Second World 
War 
and the Korean War. 
Congress must consider re­ 
newing a number of bills passed 
in 1963 which expire this year. 
This includes the Higher Edu­ 
cation Facilities Act, 
the 
Library Services Act, 
the 
Mental Retardation Act, 
and 
the Clean Air Act. 
As a member of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Commit­ 
tee, will be taking 
a close 
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look at legislation to improve 
our 
Federal 
small business 
loan program. Major disasters 
around the nation last 
year 
exhausted the supply of money 
available from the Small Busi­ 
ness Administration. 
One bill would establish two 
separate loan funds, one for 
disaster loans and the other 
for normal business loans. 
The SBA approved 
small

* Who is the real American of 
1965? 
I was born in the Bootheel of 
Missouri in 1893. I watched the 
Spanish American troops go 
through Blodgett, Mo., on their 
way to the training center of 
Florida. 
As I became older I studied 
history and the Battleship Ore­ 
gon stood out as the ship that 
had made the most historic run 
in Naval history. This incident 
fired my patriotism to the high­ 
est point. (P. S. at this time 
Scott County was the greatest 
shipping point in the U. S. for 
melon.) 
As the troop trains stopped 
for water for the locomotives, 
the melon loading was at Its 
peak. The farmers threw one 
or two melons through every 
window of the train. 
As I grew up my Uncle Frank 
May, who 
worked 
with the 
bridge gang for the old St. Louis 
and 
Iron 
Mountain Railway, 
later to become the Mo. Pacific 
for 47 years, bought land ad­ 
joining they railroad at Hoop 
Spur. 
This Hoop Spur is now know 
as Oeventer. 
My uncle put In a small gro­ 
cery and secured the post of­ 
fice. His wife, my Aunt Min­ 
nie, named the office. 
At this time Belmont was the 
greatest railroad and river town 
in the Bootheel. All the trophys 
of the battle of Belmont were 
there. I think the majority of 
the trophys are in Columbus, 
Ky.

The last time I was there, 
only one little shack was visible 
as Belmont had gone down the 
river.

was left standing, and that the 
hail was six inches in the rail 
fence next day. 
My mother was a Kentuckian. 
She rode side saddle and taught 
school 
on the Sikeston Ridge.

By Bert Mills 
WASHINGTON, D.C. - Busi­ 
ness was good in 1965 and will 
be better in the new year, fore­ 
casters in government and in­ 
dustry agree unanimously. 
In fact, 
the outlook for boom 
conditions is so bright 
that 
economists 
are having diffi­ 


culty in finding the usual dark 
signs 
to hedge their predic­ 
tions, just in case the uptrend 
should be interrupted. 
President 
Johnson’s 
own 
economic 
size-up will not be 
given until late January but it 
is safe to say that he will paint 
a rosy picture of prosperity. He 
is a 
collector 
of favorable 
statistics and can spout figures 
upon any occasion. 
Forecasts from 
government 
sources tend to be over opt im is­ 
tle. It is 
natural 
for office­ 
holders to see the sunny side 
for political reasons, 
and to 
say as little as possible about 
any clouds that may be gather­ 
ing. 
But 
business spokesmen are 
just as optimistic 
about 1966 
as the seers in Washington. 
Fifteen top executives repre­ 
senting a cross section of com­ 
merce participated recently in a 
New 
York 
symposium on the 
outlook, 
and their unanimous 
conclusion 
was 
"another 
banner year." 
Another panel of ll leaders in 
Chicago 
concentrated on the 
short term, each with a spec­ 
ial 
eye 
on his own industry. 
Their joint conclusion: “ Hap­ 
piness is the outlook for the 
first quarter.’’ 
Farm Outlook Bright 
(bflc) 
Of special interest to 
non­ 
metropolitan 
communities 
whose economies are tied 
to 
farm prosperity was the fore­ 
cast at the Chicago 
panel by 
William Wood Prince, Chair­ 
man of Armour & Co. He said 
1966 should be “ a rich year for 
agriculture." 
U.S. 
Department 
of Agri­ 
culture 
has termed 1965 “ a 
relatively good year for farm­ 
ers generally" and said “ 1966 
should turn out even better." 
A key barometer of agricul­ 
tural prosperity is “ realized 
net farm income" 
—income 
remaining 
after 
payment of 
production expenses. 
In 
1965, 
net 
farm income 
reached $14 billion-- a new re­ 
cord since 1952. The 1966 fore- 
case is for a further rise of 
$1/4 to $1/2 billion. 
On a per capita income basis, 
farm families have been gain­ 
ing on city people although there 
is still a gap. 
USDA 
has also told farmers 
to expect a continued rise 
in 
the Gross National Product in 
1966, 
along with advances in 
employment and in consumer 
incomes. Thus the market for 
food and fiber 
will be better 
in the coming year.

average

Hoover said also that the par­ 
ty is trying to attract more 
youth and is making plans to 
take a more active part in the 
1966 elections, running candi­ 
dates wherever possible. 
In his annual report to the 
attorney general on FBI activi­ 
ties during 1965, Hoover said: 
"Always eager to engage in 
any activity which will bring 
embarrassment to the United 
States, the party has played an 
ever-increasing role in generat­ 
ing opposition to tile United 
States position in Viet Nam. 
"In September 1965, party 
headquarters sent a directive to 
all districts giving Instructions 
on slogans to be used In protests 
against United States action in 
Viet Nam. In addition, the party 
has expended large sums of 


money in propaganda efforts 
designed to hinder United States 
progress toward peace.** 
Hoover said the Communist 
party 
and 
other subversive 
groups supported and partici­

protests 
against U. S, policy. This was 
particularly true, he said, in the

With 
the sustained current 
growth cycle of our economy— 
the longest in history—the life 
of the forecaster has been rel­ 
atively easy; and it has been a 
long time since the optimist 
in December has had to eat his 
words in June. 
The very length of this favor­ 
able cycle and the levels to 
which it has carried our econo­ 
my are themselves limiting fac­ 
tors in a few minds. But, I 
can’t see how the length and 
strength of the current cycle 
can be turned around into a 
sign of weakness. 
I 
I have a friend who is fond of 
* pointing out that everything is 
good or bad in relation to some­ 
thing else, and we are now 
comparing the first half of 1965, 
which was very good indeed for 
the appliance business, to what 
we hope to do in 1966. 
Nevertheless, I am going togo 
along with a prediction that the 
appliance industry in the first 
six months of 1966 will show 
another period of good growth 
and progress. Disposable in­ 
come, employment, 
and the 
o t h e r 
principal 
indicators 
strongly point to this result. 
As a matter of fact, the con­ 
sumer, who has been the “star” 
of the economy in the last half 
of this year, will do it again in 
1966. In the major appliance 
field of white goods, 1965 has 
4 showed gains in almost every 
category, and through Septem­ 
ber total sales for the industry 
were 
up 
about 5 per cent. 
Despite the good period of the 
first half of 1965, it is expected 
that a similar 5 per cent gain 
can be achieved in the first half 
of 1966. 
In the field of small appliances, 
the consumer potential for indi­ 
vidual portable appliances ap­ 
pears to be insatiable. The mar­ 
ket will be limited only by the 
ingenuity and inventiveness of 
the industry. Inventiveness and 
ingenuity are in good supply in 
this industry; and new products 
like portable hair dryers, elec­ 
tric knives and toothbrushes, 
and a whole spectrum of cord­ 
less small appliances 
have 
opened up new markets.

industry expects that 1966 will

and innovations to take cost out 
of existing products, support­ 
ing a good gain in the first half 
of 1966. 
In consumer electronics we 
I 
have, of course, the hottest con­ 
sumer item in many years in the 
form of color television. Color 
has had an increase of more than 
IOO per cent so far in 1965; and 
we see the further gain in the 
first half of 1966 limited only by 
the industry’s capacity to pro­ 
duce color tubes. 
Incidentally, 1965 is also go­ 
ing to be a record year for 
black and white television, at 
least 
in terms of unit sales, 
and we can see no slacking in 
the demand for black and white 
receivers — at least over the 
first half of next year. Black and 
white TV will tend more 
and 
more to table and portable mod­ 
els, with a reduction in average 
unit prices; but there will still 
be a respectable console black 
and white business in 1966. As 
a matter of fact, the inventory 
at the wholesale level in both 
black and white and color TV 
will be well below normal by 
year-end, with almost no work­ 
ing field inventory in color. It 
will take 
the industry some 
time to fill up the pipes in the 
first half of next year and to 
reach a normal working in­ 


ventory. If retail demand re­ 
mains at current strong levels, 
as we anticipate, the industry 
may be pressed to reach a nor­ 
mal inventory situation during 
the first half.

Birds Point - New Madrid 
Floodway levee authorized by 
Congress Oct. 27. 
The work depends on four fac­ 
tors, Carder said; 
Acquisition by 
the federal 
government of any 
modified 
easements required: 
Engineering and designing of 
the authorized improvements; 
Acquisition of the local levee 
districts of construction right- 
of-way; and 
Appropriation of necessary 
funds by Congress. 
Public Law 89-298, approved 
October 
27 by the 89th Con­ 
gress, authorized the improve­ 
ment of the Birds Point to New 


Madrid front line levee. Esti­ 
mated total cost 
of the work 
is $1,190,000 including $350,- 
000 for a new drainage struc­ 
ture at Pea Field Bayou, Carder 
said. 
THE COST OF construction 
will be 
at federal expense, 
Carder 
indicated, adding that 
it will be the responsibility of 
Levee District No. 3 of Mis­ 
sissippi County, and St. 
John 
Levee and Drainage District to 
furnish 
all right-of-way 
re­ 
quired for borrow areas, and 
for the increased levee em­ 
bankment base widths required 
for the levee improvements in 
each district. 
Preliminary studies 
show,

Public Law 89-298 authorized

for the first six months of 1966

With 
the sustained current 
growth cycle of our economy— 
the longest in history—the life 
of the forecaster has been rel­ 
atively easy; and it has been a 
long time since the optimist 
in December has had to eat his 
words in June. 
The very length of this favor­ 
able cycle and the levels to 
which it has carried our econo­ 
my are themselves limiting fac­ 
tors in a few minds. But, I 
can't see how the length and 
strength of the current cycle 
can be turned around into a 
sign of weakness. 
I have a friend who is fond of 
(jointing out that everything is 
good or bad in relation to some­ 
thing else, and we are now 
comparing the first half of 1965, 
which was very good indeed for 
the appliance business, to what 
we hope to do in 1966. 
Nevertheless, I am going togo 
along with a prediction that the 
appliance industry in the first 
six months of 1966 will show 
another period of good growth 
and progress. Disposable in­ 
come, employment, 
and the 
o t h e r 
principal 
indicators 
strongly point to this result. 
As a matter of fact, the con­ 
sumer, who has been th e'‘star" 
of the economy in the last half 
of this year, will do it again in 
1966. In the major appliance 
field of white goods, 1965 lias 
. showed gains in almost every 
category, and through Septem­ 
ber total sales for the industry 
were 
up about 5 per cent. 
Despite the good period of the 
first half of 1965, it is expected 
that a similar 5 per cent gain 
can be achieved in the first half 
of 1966. 
In the field of small appliances, 
the consumer potential for indi­ 
vidual portable appliances ap- 
p ttf t to bt insatiable. The mar­ 
ket will be limited only by the 
ingenuity and inventiveness of 
the industry. Inventiveness and 
ingenuity are in good supply in 
this industry; and new products 
like portable hair dryers, elec­ 
tric knives and toothbrushes, 
and a whole spectrum of cord­ 
less small appliances 
have 
opened up new markets. 
The 
industry expects that 1966 will 
continue to bring 
a harvest 
of new products, new styling, 
and innovations to take cost out 
of existing products, support­ 
ing a good gain in the first half 
of 1966. 
In consumer electronics we 
have, of course, the hottest con­ 
sumer item in many years in the 
form of color television. Color 
has had an increase of more than 
IOO per cent so far in 1965; and 
we see the further gain in the 
first half of 1966 limited only by 
the industry's capacity to pro­ 
duce color tubes. 
Incidentally, 1965 is also go­ 
ing to be a record year for 
black and white television, at 
least 
in terms of unit sales, 
and we can see no slacking in 
tlte demand for black and white 
receivers — at least over the 
first half of next year. Black and 
white TV will tend more 
and 
more to table and portable mod­ 
els, with a reduction in average 
unit prices; but there will still 
be a respectable console black 
and white business in 1966. As 
a matter of fact, the inventory 
at the wholesale level in both 
black and white and color TV 
will be well below normal by 
year-end, with almost no work­ 
ing field inventory in color. It 
will take 
the industry some 
time to fill up the pipes in the 
first half of next year and to 
reach a normal working in­ 


ventory. If retail demand re­ 
mains at current strong levels, 
as we anticipate, the industry 
may be pressed to reach a nor­ 
mal inventory situation during 
the first half. Phonographs, hi- 
fidelity, and radio should also 
be very good in this period, 
based on current sales trends. 
One of the phenomenal things 
about our business has been the 
way apparently obsolete prod­ 
ucts have held up in the face 
of new star products. For in­ 
stance, black and white TV was 
supposed to have killed off ra­ 
dio, just as color television 
was supposed to have killed off 
black and white.

The work depends on four fac­ 
tors, Carder said;

Engineering and designing of 
the authorized improvements; 
Acquisition of the local levee 
districts of construction right- 
of-way; and 
Appropriation of necessary 
funds by Congress. 
Public Law 89-298, approved 
October 
27 by the 89th Con­ 
gress, authorized the improve­ 
ment of the Birds Point to New 


Madrid front line levee. Est!* 
mated total cost 
of the work 
is $1,190,000 Including $350,- 
OOO for a new drainage struc­ 
ture at Pea Field Bayou, Carder 
said. 
THE COST OF construction 
will be 
at federal expense, 
Carder 
indicated, adding that 
It will be the responsibility of 
Levee 
District No. 3 of Mis­ 
sissippi County, and St. 
John 
Levee and Drainage District to 
furnish 
all right-of-way 
re­ 
quired for borrow areas, and 
for the increased levee em­ 
bankment base widths required 
for the levee improvements in 
each district. 
Preliminary studies 
show, 
Carder said, that essentially all

The added protection given the 
residents of the floodway is 
thus five feet more than the 1928 
authorized grade, equivalent to 
55 feet at Cairo; or approxi­ 
mately three feet more than the 
actual existing fuse plug levee.

is once in 17 years, and of 60 
feet at Cairo Is once In 80 
years, the engineer said.

“ . . .last night the Vc (Viet­ 
cong) sent some mortar rounds 
into our camp. It was C hrist­ 
mas night. One man was killed 
and 12 wounded. . .Ihaveashirt 
sleeve that was torn all to 
pieces by shrapnel from the 
m ortars, and, Sweetheart, not 
a piece hit me. 
“ Thank Annie’s (Mrs. Annie 
Johnson, Sgt. Harmon's grand­ 
mother who lives at 500 East 
7th) Bible for me, will you. 
I had to cut the sleeve off at 
the elbow." 
Sgt. Harmon is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alva Harmon, of the 
Locust address. Sgt. Harmon 
attended 
Caruthersville High 
School. He spent 16 months in 
Alaska, returning with Mrs. 
Harmon and their four sons in 
September. He was home 30 
days and then reported to Fort 
Bragg, N. C., from where he 
left for Viet Nam on Dec. 14. 
The four sons are Johnny 11; 
Michael 7; Jerry 5, and Dennis 
_ 2. 
Sgt. Harmon has been in serv­ 
ice 16 years and served in 
Korea in 1950 and 51. 
In a letter to Mrs. Harmon, 
the sergeant wrote: 
“ Honey, these people don’t 
care where you go over here. 
They just tell us that your 
unit is located over here and 
you are on your own and we have 
had to hitch-hike to our outfits. 
I have never seen any place 
like this since Pve been in the 
army. 
“ These people really don’t 
know what they are doing. It's 
not surprising that it’s taking 
so long to get this war over 
with. And this really is a war. 
Korea was nothing like this. 
“ I believe this place is much

reached Saigon, he wrote:

And it looks like no one seems 
to care. It’s much more dan­ 
gerous here in the city than out 
in the country. You can never 
tell when some IO or 12-year- 
old kid will run out at your 
bus and throw a hand grenade 
into it. They did it just the 
other day. 
“ PII sure be glad when I get 
out of here. There is a curfew 
on us now. We have to be in our 
hotels from dusk until daylight. 
“ I have a little statement that 
was printed in the Stars and 
stripes (Army newspaper). I 
wish you would give it to The 
Democrat-Argus and see if they 
will print it."

Nubians Settle Down to 
New Way of Life in Aswan

ASWAN, Egypt (AP)—Their 
exodus over, the Nubians of up­ 
per Egypt are at last succeed­ 
ing in settling down to a new 
way of life at Aswan. 
Uprooted 
from 
a beloved 
homeland as old as history, 
more than 70,000 Nubians now 
seem convinced they have to 
adapt themselves to new condi­ 
tions and overcome homesick­ 
ness. Their once sacred 
vil­ 
lages now lie beneath 
Lake 
N asser, rising behind the Aswan 
Dam. 
The Nubians, whose forefa­ 
thers once invaded and ruled 
Pharaonic Egypt, c o n s i d e r 
themselves a purer people than 
their fellow Aswanis. Tall, slim 
and tough, Nubians pride them­ 
selves on a glorious history and 
old traditions. Even when they 
go to Cairo and Alexandria to 
work as porters or servants 
they demonstrate this sense of 
pride. They are known for their 
cleanliness and honesty. 
Late in 1964, the Egyptian 
government mobilized stream ­ 
ers and sailboats to start the 
Nubian 
exodus, 
perhaps the 
most dramatic in this area 
since Moses’ flight with the 
Israelites from the 
Egyptian 
Nile delta to Palestine. 
Nubians 
were reluctant to 
leave. Officials had to convince 
them 
that 
their 
land was 
doomed 
and 
would 
be sub­ 
merged forever as Lake Nasser 
filled for 314 miles behind the 
dam. 
They were promised better 
homes, better fields and more 
money, but Nubians moved only 
when they felt they had to 
leave. 
Witnesses to the departure 
from the village of Banana, 
near the Sudanese border, said 
tears streamed down the face of 
young and old as they stripped 
their homes of doors and win­ 
dows. Some kissed the ground 
and the walls. They kept looking 
back at abandoned houses and 
the cemetery where their dead

ASWAN, Egypt (AP)—Their 
exodus over, the Nubians of up­ 
per Egypt a re at last succeed­ 
ing in settling down to a new 
way of life at Aswan. 
Uprooted 
from

seem convinced they have to 
adapt them selves to new condi­ 
tions and overcom e homesick­ 
n ess.

WASHINGTON -- 
Hoyt Bud 
Cobb, 
who escaped from a 
Georgia prison camp 
while 
serving a life sentence for mur­ 
der, has been added to the FBTs 
list of Ten Most Wanted Fugi­ 
tives. 
He and an accomplice fled on 
the morning of April 6, 1965, 
from the Wayne Prison Camp, 
Jesup, Georgia, where he had 
been incarcerated while serv­ 
ing a life term imposed in 
April, 1963, for robbing and 
beating to death a 
Toccoa, 
Georgia, service station opera­ 
tor in 1960. The victim had 
been brutally beat 
about the 
head with 
a sharp instrument 
and died shortly after the attack. 
When 
this crime occurred, 
Cobb was an escapee from a 
Durham, N. C., prison camp 
where he had l>een serving a 
short jail term for larceny. 
Cobb was not apprehended until 
two years later, September, 
1962, when he was taken into 
custody in Houston, Texas, on 
a charge of passing fraudulent 
checks. While being retai ned to 
Georgia for trial, Cobb escaped 
but was apprehended the follow­ 
ing day in Houston by FBI 
Agents. Following his murder 
conviction and life sentence, 
Cobb remained confined until 
his escape April 6, 1965. 
A federal warrant, issued at 
Brunswick, Georgia, on April 
14, 
1965, charges Cobb with 
unlawful 
interstate flight to 
avoid confinement after convic­ 
tion for murder. 
Cobb, who has also been con­ 
victed of forgery and is sus­ 
pected of involvement in an 
unsolved Florida murder, is 
a white American who was born 
at Toccoa, Georgia, on May- 
27, 1931. 
He is 5 feet IO inches tall, 
weighs 165 to 175 pounds, has 
a medium build, medium com­ 
plexion, blue eyes and brown, 
balding hair. He has a mole on 
his right cheek, is said to have 
partially decayed teeth and re ­ 
portedly has unusually small 
hands for a man. Cobb has 
worked as a car salesman, con­ 
struction worker, heavy equip­ 
ment operator, laborer, sales­ 
man and welder. 
He reportedly uses narcotics 
and drinks alcoholic beverages 
excessively. Associates have 
described him as a neat dress­ 
er and glib-talking loud mouth 
who drinks beer and liquor, 
preferring vodka and grape­ 
fruit juice, smokes cigarettes 
and cigars, frequents bars, en­ 
joys dancing, associates with 
older women and has a cruel 
streak manifested by receiving 
pleasure from seeing animals 
suffer. He is said to be nervous 
and fidgety, to speak with a 
pronounced Southern accent ai 
to often frequent used car lots. 
He may be armed with a pistol 
and should be considered ex­ 
tremely dangerous. Should any 
one receive information con­ 
cerning Cobb, he is requested to 
notify the nearest office of the 
FBI, the telephone number of 
which may be found on the first 
page of local telephone direc­ 
tories.

Grave Charges on

WASHINGTON (AP) — Bob­ 
by Baker — the man Lyndon B. 
Johnson once called "my strong 
right arm " — has been charged 
with a tangled, three-year skein 
of financial wrongdoing carry­ 
ing grave criminal penalties. 
A federal grand jury ended a 
15 - month 
investigation 
by 
charging the former secretary 
to Senate Democrats with fraud, 
tax evasion, grand larceny, con­ 
spiracy and illegal transporta­ 
tion of stolen money. 
The crimes set forth in the 
nine-count indictment, returned 
Wednesday in U. S. District 
Court, could mean a maximum 
prison sentence of 48 years and 
$47,000 in fines for the soft-spo- 
•ken, 37-year-old lawyer-tycoon. 
Baker was reached by tele­ 
phone 
Wednesday 
night 
at 
"Bobby Baker's Carousel," the 
plush motel he owns at the sea­ 
side resort of Ocean City, Md. 
He calmly referred all 
ques­ 
tions to his lawyers - who said 
"no comment." 
Baker's arraignment is set for 
Jan. 20. 
According to the grand jury, 
Baker's alleged criminal activi­ 
ty began in mid-1962 and contin­ 
ued through last Oct. 18 — two 
years after he had quit his Sen­ 
ate post under fire, become a 
headline personality, and been 
the subject of a stormy, name­ 
calling investigation by a Senate 
committee. 
The grand jury did not — as 
the Senate Rules Committee 
had 
recommended 
— indict 
Baker 
for conflict-of-interest 
violations. But it did charge that 
he: 
—Understated his income by 
$54,559 for 1961-62 and evaded 
$23,091 in Income taxes 
for 
those years;

WASHINGTON — 
Hoyt Bud 
Cobb, 
who escaped from a 
Georgia prison camp 
while 
serving a life sentence for mur­ 
der, has been added to the FBP s 
list of Ten Most Wanted Fugi­ 
tives. 
He and an accomplice fled on 
the morning of April 6, 1965, 
from the Wayne Prison Camp, 
Jesup, Georgia, where he had 
been Incarcerated while serv­ 
ing a life term imposed in 
April, 1963, for robbing and 
beating to death a 
Toccoa, 
Georgia, service station opera­ 
tor in 1960. The victim had 
been brutally beat 
about the 
head with 
a sharp instrument 
and died shortly after the attack. 
When 
this crime occurred, 
Cobb was an escapee from a 
Durham, N. C., prison camp 
where he had been serving a 
short jail term for larceny. 
Cobb Uvas not apprehended until 
two years later, September, 
1962, when he was taken into 
custody in Houston, Texas, on 
a charge of passing fraudulent 
checks. While being retai ned to 
Georgia for trial, Cobb escaped 
but was apprehended the follow­ 
ing day in Houston by FBI 
Agents. Following his murder 
conviction and life sentence, 
Cobb remained confined until 
his escape April 6, 1965.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Bob- 
by Baker — the man Lyndon B, 
Johnson once called "my strong 
right arm" — has been charged 
with a tangled, three-year skein 
of financial wrongdoing carry­ 
ing grave criminal penalties.
